"A flaming dessert adds a j 
pretty, festive, effect and be- 
comes a conversation piece. 
; There are two methods of 
flaming. The trick to each is to 
warm the flammable liquid. 
lOne method is to soak sugar 
cubes in lemon, almond or 
orange extract, then heat slight- 
ly. Place the wanned cubes 
around the edge or on top of the 
dessert. Then set them on fire. 
:If an alcoholic liquor is used, 


heat it first. Brandy, flavored 
brandies or ruin often are used. 
Warm liqueur or other alcoholic 
liquids tend to -stay on top of 
any liquid dessert or pudding. 
Otherwise cold, ilt will go to the 
bottom and not burn. Adding 
more liqueur for successful 
flaming may change the food 
flavor. 
-Since alcohol burns away, 
liqueur itself is not added to the 


bod, and in flaming, very little 
flavor. 


Flaming sauce recipes, may 


differ, but ~ figure about two 
ablespoons of brandy flavoring 
or a pudding of eight to ten 
iqueur is added after the sauce 
cooks or it will evaporate. One

But 
the true 
mark of 


"civilization" is civility — that

And 
our manners are no better 
than they were a thousand 
years ago; indeed, given our 
awesome instruments of tech- 
nology, our bad manners are 
now infinitely more dangerous 
than ever in the past. 


We are now able to hate 


more effectively, but we do 
not know how to love any 
better. We are now able to 
conduct massive and mutually 
suicidal wars between whole 
continents, whereas in the 
past, wars were limited to 
small city-states or ducies at 
the most We are now able to 
poison the air everywhere, 
pollute all the waters, and 
make every crop radioactive 
— even cusc3g people with 
whom wt bavt no quarrel.

the countryside and make the 
city increasingly uhinhatnta- 
ble.'so'that we retain neither 
the consolations of ;rustieily 
nor the advantages jof urbani- 
zation. Whichever environment 
we; opt for, the discomforts 
are beginning to/outweigh the 
benefits; and there is no place 
to live that, combines the 
beauty of the country with the 
culture of the city — which is 
what civilization ought to 
mean. 


I was born during one Great 


"War, lived through another, 
and perhaps will see the third 
.(and f?nal) one before I die. I 
cannot believe this represents 
a "sigmfirant advance in hu- 
man affairs since "barbarian" 
times. We are able to keep 
many more people alive on a 
retail basis, through progress

Let me not conclude on a
